COMMENTS AND COUNTERPROPOSAL

Radio Cleveland, Inc. ("RCI"), licensee of stations
WAID(FM), Clarksdale, Mississippi, and WCLD(AM) and WCLD-FM,
Cleveland, Mississippi, hereby submits its Comments and
Counterproposal with respect to the FCC’s Notice of Proposed Rule
Making (DA 92-943, released July 28, 1992) in the above-
captioned proceeding. In support thereof, the following is
stated:

1. In the NPRM, the Commission proposes the substitution of
Channel 225C2 for Channel 224A at Cleveland, Mississippi, and a
corresponding modification of the license for WDTL-FM (formerly
WQAZ(FM)) to specify operation on the new channel at Cleveland.
To accommodate the Cleveland channel substitution, the Commission
has also proposed the substitution of Channel 292A for Channel
225A at Belzoni, Mississippi, and a corresponding modification of
the construction permit for WJISJ(FM) to specify operation on the
new channel at Belzoni.

2. For the reasons set forth below, RCI submits the

following counterproposal for consideration in this proceeding:

The attached Technical Statement demonstrates that Channel 292A
can be allotted to Durant (population 2,838 - 1990 U.S. Census)
in full compliance with the separation standards in Section
73.207(b)(1) of the Commission’s Rules, and will place a
predicted 70 dBu contour over the entire community.?
Furthermore, Channel 292A would be Durant’s first local aural
service. The provision of a first local aural transmission
service is the Commission’s second most important FM allotment
priority, co-equal with second aural service and trailing in

weight only behind the provision of a first aural service.

Revision of FM Assignment Policies and Procedures, 90 F.C.C.2d 88

(1982). Hence, the allotment of Channel 292A to Durant as a

first aural service is preferable to the upgrade of WDTL(FM) at

The potential short-spacing between Channel
292A at Durant and station WLTD(FM),
Lexington, Mississippi, was removed by the
substitution of Channel 290C2 for Channel
290C3 at Lexington, the change of community of
license for Channel 290C2 from Lexington to
Pickens, Mississippi, and the modification of
the license for WLTD(FM) to specify operation
on Channel 290C2 at Pickens. Report and Order
(Lexington & Pickens, Mississippi), MM Docket
No. 91-183, DA 91-1173 (released October 1,
1991).



Cleveland, Mississippi, and to the substitution of Channel 292A
for Channel 225A at Belzoni, particularly since Cleveland and
Belzoni already both have multiple aural services. In principle,
the Commission prefers the creation of new service over the
enhancement of existing service. Andalucia, Alabama, 49 Fed.
Reg. 32201 (1984).

3. In the event that the FCC grants RCI’'s counterproposal
and allots Channel 292A to Durant, RCI will promptly file an
application for a construction permit for the new channel. 1In
the event that RCI is awarded a construction permit for Channel
292A at Durant, it will expeditiously construct a new FM station
on Channel 292A at Durant.

WHEREFORE, Radio Cleveland, Inc. requests that the FCC amend
the FM Table of Allotments by allotting Channel 292A to Durant,
Mississippi.

TECHNICAL STATEMENT
RADIO CLEVELAND, INC.
DURANT, MISSISSIPPI

This technical statement has been prepared on behalf of Radio
Cleveland, Inc. and is in support of a counter-proposal in Mass
Media Docket 92-~157 (RM-7462). The Docket proposes to allot FM
Channel 292A to Belzoni, Mississippi as a replacement for the
presently allotted Channel 225A,

This counter-proposal requests allotment of Channel 292A to
Durant, Mississippi as its first FM service. Allotment of
Channel 292A to Durant will also provide the community with its
first local service.

The attached Channel Study indicates Channel 292A can be
allotted to Durant in full compliance with the separation
standards in Section 73.207(b) (1) of the PCC Rules. An indicated
short~-spacing to WLTD at Lexington, Mississippi has been
eliminated since WLTD was authorized to change its community of
license from Lexington to Pickens, Mississippi; change channel
and class of operation from Channel 292A to Channel 290C2; and
re-locate its transmitter site. The attached records from the
FCC FM database identify these changes.

The reference point at Durant is located approximately 12 km
north of the community center. Application of the procedures in
Section 73.313 indicates that the predicted 70 dBu contour will
encompass the entire community of license from the reference

point.
